Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  in  conjunction  with  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Officer,  on  the  state  of  the  public  health  and  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
district  during  1965 


During  the  year,  the  Council  maintained  their  interest  in  the  provision  of  sewage 
disposal  works  in  the  Minor  Centres,  together  with  sites  for  disposal  of  household 
refuse,  as  a priority,  culminating  in  the  acquisition  of  a main  site  at  Burstwick 
gravel  pits,  which  should  last  the  Rural  District  for  many  .years  A summary  of 
sewerage  schemes  in  hand  at  14th  December,  1965  is  as  follows:-

POPULATION 

The  population,  including  members  of  the  Armed  Forces,  is  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General  to  be  23,090,  an  increase  of  250,  at  mid-year,  1965,  and  an  estimated 

increase  of  2,681  since  the  census  of  196 L 

BIRTH  RATE 

409  live  births  were  registered  during  the  year,  210  males  and  199  females,  giving 
a Birth  Rate  of  17.71  per  1,000  population,  which  is  1.34  per  1,000  less  than  the 
record  birth  rate  of  1964,  and  practically  the  same  as  1963 
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The  Birth  Rates  for  the  past  10  years  are;  -

When  we  use  these  figures  for  comparison  with  other  parts  of  the  Country,  use  has 
to  be  made  of  the  Comparability  factor,  a figure  which  takes  into  account  the  average 
ages  and  sex  constitution  of  the  district  as  disclosed  by  the  Census.  This  year  the 
figure  is  1.01  for  births,  and  1 02  for  deaths,  showing  very  slightly  more  aged 
population  than  the  average 

The  adjusted  Birth  Rate  is  17.89 

Illegitimate  Births  number  14  (9  males  and  5 females),  3.4%  of  the  live  births, 
and  0.61  per  1,000  population,  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

Still  births  number  7 all  legitimate,  giving  a Still  Birth  rate  of  16.83  per 
1,000  total  births,  compared  with  13.86  for  East  Yorkshire,  and  15.9  for  England  and 
Wales. 

The  Crude  birth  rate  for  the  County  of  East  Yorkshire  is  16.50,  and  that  of 
England  and  Wales,.  18. 10. 

DEATHS  AND  DEATH  RATE 

124  males  and  97  females,  a total  of  221,  died  during  the  year,  inclusive  of 
deaths  of  residents  away  from  home,  i.e, , in  hospital  etc.,  the  same  number  as  last 
year. 


The  death  rate  is  9.57  per  1,000  population,,  a little  lower  than  last  year.  The 

adjusted  figure  is  9.76 

The  crudA  death  rate  of  the  County  of  East  Yorkshire  is  12.65,  adjusted  to  11.13, 
and  that  of  England  and  Wales  is  11.50.

This  .table  shows  that  deaths  of  both  sexes  are  naturally  more  frequent  in  and  over 
the  age  group  55  - 74,  but  the  male  deaths  are  double  the  females  deaths  in  this  group, 
i.e.  61  to  31,  49.1%  of  all  male  deaths  occur  in  this  age  group,  and  only  32%  of  female 
deaths. 

After  the  age  75,  out  of  100  deaths,  43  are  male  and  57  female;  thus  39.29%  of  all 
male  deaths  (125)  and  58.7 % of  all  female  deaths,  were  over  75  respectively. 
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PRINCIPAL  CAUSES  OF  DEATH 


The  main  causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease  (58)  Cancer  (48)  Vascular  lesions  of 
the  brain  - Stroke  etc.  (43)  Respiratory  Disease  (21)  giving  a rate  of  2.51,  2.08,  1.82 
and  0.91  per  1,000  population  respectively. 

Deaths  from  other  circulatory  diseases  etc,  e,g, , senile  Arterio  Sclerosis,  caused 
12  deaths. 


ANALYSIS  OF  DEATHS  FROM  HEART  DISEASE. 

Coronary  thrombosis  caused  42  deaths,  including  7 in  men  and  2 in  women  under  64, 
in  the  now  familiar  pattern  of  earlier  male  deaths  in  the  sixties. 

It  is  thought  that  lack  of  exercise  and  excess  weight,  together  with  increased 
mental  worries,  accelerate  the  process  of  cardiac  arterio  sclerosis  and  thrombosis. 

• I 

Respiratory  disease,  chiefly  Pneumonia,  caused  15  deaths.  Bronchitis  caused  6 
deaths,  all  males.  Hie  Chief  Medical  Officer,  Ministry  of  Health,  has  suggested  that 
Bronchitis  would  increase,  along  with  Cancer  of  the  Lungs  in  Males,  in  heavy  cigarette 
smokers. 

CANCER 

48  people  died  from  Cancer,  a number  only  exceeded  in  1962,  when  50  deaths 
occurred.  Cancer  of  the  Lungs  claimed  14  males  and  one  female.

HEART  DISEASE 

Heart  Disease  is  the  chief  cause  of  death,  and  now  over  200,000  die  from  it  each 
year.  It  is  true  that  people  are  living  longer,  and  this  accounts  for  some  of  the 
increase,  but  since  1940  there  was  an  increase  in  the  actual  death  rate  from  Heart 
Disease  in  each  age  group  over  35. 

RESPIRATORY  DISEASE 

Bronchitis,  although  it  does  not  have  a high  death  rate,  is  the  largest  single 
cause  of  sickness  and  absence  from  work.  It  is  mainly  a disease  of  towns  and  of 
certain  industries  involving  atmospheric  pollution. 

TUBERCULOSIS 


Tuberculosis  is  fortunately  one  of  the  diseases  now  under  control.  During  the 
past  20  years  deaths  have  fallen  from  25,000  to  2,000. 
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CANCER 

Prom  the  table  of  Cancer  Sites  and  deaths,  we  see  that  14  males  and  one  female 
died  from  Lung  Cancer;  this  is  the  highest  rate  for  12  years.  The  number  of  deaths 
has  risen  steadily  since  1920,  and  now  there  are  over  24,000  deaths  in  England  and 
Wales,  as  against  only  8,000  in  1944. 

Cancer  is  an  abnormality  developing  among  the  millions  of  cells  which  form  a 
living  body.  Each  cell  consists  of  a nucleus  which  controls  the  division,  surrounded 
by  a jelly,  and  walled  in  by  a membrane.  The  whole  growth  of  our  body  is  formed  from 
the  rapid  division  of  the  fertilised  ovum  or  female  egg.  The  halves  then  grow  and 
themselves  divide,  ad  infinitum.  The  cells  at  first  just  divide  into  similar  cells, 
but  very  soon  they  form  different  types  of  cell,  i. e.  skin,  muscle,  nerve,  etc.,  in  a 
regular  pattern,  until  the  body  is  completed.  Then  a biological  brake  is  put  on,  and 
the  cells  just  multi  £Ly  sufficiently  to  replace  the  waste  cells,  or  cells  damaged  by 
accident  or  disease,  but  they  multiply  always  true  to  type.  Sometimes  extra  growth 
may  take  place,  e. g. , in  the  skin,  and  we  get  a wart.  These  growths  are  always  “walled 

in”  by  the  cell  membranes,  and  do  not  influence  normal  cell  division. 

For  some  reason  we  do  not  as  yet  know,  some  of  the  dividing  cells  become  imperfect 
and  divide  rapidly  without  control,  and  without  a restricting  membrane  wall,  pushing 
among  the  normal  cells  and  destroying  them.  This  is  Cancer, 

We  have  three  methods  of  treatment  of  Cancer  - Radiotherapy,  Surgery  and  Hormone 
treatment  for  certain  types  of  cancer.  But  to  be  successful  with  treatment.  Cancer 
must  be  diagnosed  early,  and  this  means  the  co-operation  of  the  patient,  who  must  not 
be  afraid  of  asking,  because  although  we  do  not  know  the  cause  of  Cancer,  we  do  know 
what  does  not  cause  it.  It  is  not  inherited,  and  it  is  not  infectious,  nor  due  to 
dirt,  or  to  a knock.  It  cannot  be  cured  by  herbs. 

But  we  do  know  the  early  symptons  * a lump  anywhere,  unusual  bleeding,  persistent 
indigestion,  lack  of  appetite,  or  hoarseness,  change  in  bowel  habits.  You  must  take 
notice  of  these  changes. 


MOTHERS  AND  INFANTS 


DEATHS  OP  INFANTS  UNDER  ONE  YEAR 

Six  Infants,  3 male  and  3 female,  all  legitimate,  died  under  one  year  of  age.  Of 
these,  2 males  and  one  female  died  during  the  first  week.  The  Infant  Mortality  rate 
is  14.67  per  1,000  live  births.  It  was  18.39  in  1964,  and  25.45  in  1963.  The  lowest 
rate  for  Holderness  is  6.01  in  1961. 

Of  the  infant  deaths  in  the  first  week,  2 were  due  to  prematurity,  and  one  to 
malformation.  Of  the  3 older  infants,  2 died  from  Broncho  Pneumonia,  and  one  from 
digestive  disease. 

The  Neonatal  Mortality  rate  (4  weeks  old)  is  7.33  per  1,000  live  births,  and  the 
early  neonatal  (1  week)  rate  is  the  same,  7.33  per  1,000. 

The  Perinatal  Mortality  (stillbirths  and  up  to  one  week)  is  24.4  per  1,000  live 
births.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Facilities  for  the  detection  of  bacterial  infections  and  presence  of  extraneous 
matter,  and  adulteration  of  food,  are  provided  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  High 
Street,  Hull,  with  the  full  co-operation  of  Dr.  McCoy,  the  Director. 

Hospital  treatment  is  provided  for  the  residents  of  the  area  at  all  the  Hospitals 
in  Hull,  at  the  Westwood  Hospital,  Beverley,  and  the  General  Hospital,  Driffield,  where 
there  are  full  facilities  for  X-ray  and  laboratory  investigation.  Hospital  and 
outpatient  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  are  provided  within 
the  National  Health  Service. 

The  care  of  expectant  mothers,  nursing  mothers  and  their  infants,  including 
unmarried  mothers  and  children,  is  provided  for  by  the  County  Council  through  clinics 
and  domiciliary  midwifery  services.  Other  services  provided  by  the  County  Council 
include  Health  Visitors,  home  nursing,  and  home  helps,  clinics  for  vaccination  and 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  and  an  ambulance  service, 
also  a welfare  service  for  the  blind,  deaf  and  dumb,  and  those  handicapped  by  congenital 
deformity. 

Action  under  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  was  not 
required  during  the  year.

PUBLIC  CLEWSING 


DRY  REFUSE 

Routine  collection  of  household  refuse  was  undertaken  with  a fleet  of  5 vehicles, 
consisting  of  2 Bedford/Gtbsons  20/30  cubic  yards  capacity,  2 Bedford/Gibsons  18/24 
cubic  yards  capacity,  1 Bedford/Eagle  50  cubic  yards  capacity  and  1 Derby  Side  Loader 
12  cubic  yards  capacity,  operated  with  a total  complement  of  19  workmen,  inclusive  of 
drivers. 

Whilst  demands  on  the  service  continued  to  increase,  the  reserve  machine,  Bedford/ 
Gibson  18/24  coped  with  seasonal  demands  from  holiday  camping  sites  and  build-ups  from 
bank  holiday  periods,  and  permitted  any  necessary  re-conditioning  or  repair  of  other 
vehicles  without  undue  interference  with  the  regularity  of  the  service.  In  fact, 
whilst  the  acquisition  of  additional  vehicles  may  soon  prove  necessary  to  meet  the  ever 
increasing  provision  of  housing,  maintenance  of  adequate  labour  forces  becomes  more  and 
more  the  crucial  factor  in  ensuring  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

NIGHTS0IL 

During  the  year  under  review  this  collection  service  for  a pleasant  change 
functioned  with  the  very  minimum  of  labour  problems,  but  the  lack  of  suitable  disposal 
sites  presented  its  usual  worrying  difficulties.  In  fact  the  need  for  these  disposal 
points  in  rural  areas  seems  to  be  one  about  which  certain  branches  of  local  and  central 
governmental  administration  are  somewhat  unaware. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

Delivery  in  June  1965,  of  a Bedford/Eagle  1,000  gallons  capacity  cesspool  emptier 
considerably  assisted  the  organisation  of  this  service,  although  the  very  heavy 
rainfalls  experienced  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  impeded  disposal  operations 
greatly  and,  as  is  usual  in  such  times,  much  increased  the  demands  on  the  service. 

In  the  period  being  reviewed  5,784  loads  of  sewage  were  collected  from  cesspools, 
septic  tanks,  sewage  works,  and  hire  operations  in  the  following  proportions  - sewage 
works  156  loads,  hire  operations  58  loads,  cesspools  at  private  premises  3,568  loads, 
septic  tanks  151  loads,  cesspools  at  Council  houses  1,848  loads,  cesspools  in  other 
areas  3 loads,  In  accordance  with  the  Council’s  policy,  approved  cesspools  were 
emptied  free  of  charge,  septic  tanks  of  normal  size  at  a charge  of  30/-d.  and  hire 
charges  were  made  at  25/-d.  or  30/'-d,  per  hour  dependent  on  the  situation  of  the 
premises,  within  or  without  the  district. 
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It  was  interesting  to  note  that  the  larger  capacity  emptier  helped  to  reduce  the 
annual  collection  load  total  by  approximately  11%  and  thereby  considerably  improved  the 
speed  in  response  to  request  for  service  and  also  reduced  the  calls  on  the  reserve 
machine. 

DYKE  CLEANSING,  SEWER  AND  OTHER  MAINTENANCE  WORK 

As  in  previous  years  difficulty  was  experienced  in  keeping  a regular  force  of  men 
engaged  in  this  service.  Suitable  recruits  are  rarely  available,  and  invariably  the 
appropriate  rate  of  pay  in  the  Council’ s scales  is  inferior  to  that  obtainable  in  the 
private  sector  in  drainage  and  allied  trades. 

Calls  for  service  in  drainage  and  sewerage  problems  on  Council  and  private  housing 
estates  continue  to  grow,  and  this  force  provides  the  only  source  of  relief  labour 
available  to  maintain  the  daily  routine  cleansing  services  during  holiday  and  sickness 
absences  of  workmen  engaged  in  the  collection  services.  Unless  the  strain  on  the 
labour  market  is  relieved  in  the  near  future,  it  would  seem  that  nationally  local 
authorities  will  of  necessity  be  bound  to  make  their  conditions  of  service  more 
attractive  in  order  to  recruit  suitable  staff  or  otherwise  national  schemes  should  be 
so  modified  as  to  permit  individual  local  authorities  to  meet  their  problems  in  such 
ways  as  they  think  fit. 

VEHICLE  MAINTENANCE 

In  order  to  maintain  a satisfactory  maintenance  programme  for  the  Council’ s 
vehicles,  it  is  clear  that  the  employment  of  2 skilled  workers  is  desirable  and  the 
consequent  adjustment  in  the  establishment  is  therefore  necessary^ 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Tipping  operations  at  Benningholme  and  Burton  Constable  tips  ceased  -in  1965,  and 
general  household  refuse  was  then  tipped  at  Aldbrough  and  Patrington  Haven.  The  site 
at  Kelsey  Kill,  Burstwick,  was  opened  in  June  1965,  and,  whilst  it  has  been  initially 
used  for  the  disposal  of  trade  refuse,  it  is  hoped  eventually  to  dispose  of  most  of  the 
area’  s household  refuse  at  this  site  also.,

VERMINOUS  PREMISES 

No  cases  of  vermin  infested  premises  came  under  report  during  the  year,  and 
treatments  for  minor  insect  infestations  were  only  necessary  in  a few  cases. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

This  service  was  undertaken  very  satisfactorily  by  the  Council’s  rodent  operator, 
and  treatment  was  undertaken  at  481  premises  with  charges  being  made  in  respect  of  162 
premises.  Surveys  were  also  made  at  2, 177  premises  in  the  rural  area. 

As  usual  bait  was  mixed  by  the  operator,  and  consisted  of  warfarin  in  a medium 
oatmeal  base.  Good  results  were  obtained,  and  in  only  one  case  was  it  found  necessary 
to  vary  the  bait  used  to  overcome  an  apparent  bait  shyness. 

The  operator  dealt  effectively  with  rodent  and  insect  control  at  the  Council’s 
refuse  tips.

In  concluding  ray  report.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I would  draw  your  attention  to  the 
heavy  work  load  which  your  employees  in  the  cleansing  service,  very  much  below  strength, 
contended  with  in  the  year  1965,  and  recommend  for  your  commendation  the  willingness 
and  zeal  with  which  most  of  your  workmen  carried  out  their  work,  some  of  whom  far 
exceeded  what  might  reasonably  have  been  expected  of  them. 

Reference  to  the  Medical  Officer' s Report  will  remind  you  of  the  extremely 
abnormal  weather  conditions  which  were  encountered  during  most  of  the  year  and  which 
resulted  in  such  large  numbers  of  flooded  cesspools,  septic  tanks  and  impeded  drains. 
But,  as  far  as  was  humanly  possible  all  problems  were  remedied  with  the  minimum  of 
delay  in  addition  to  the  normal  routine  blocked  drains  and  sewers  which  in  this  year 
amounted  to  over  200  major  and  minor  jobs. 

Personally  I am  satisfied  that  most  employees  gave  of  their  best  in  the  interests 
of  the  Council,  and  I am  grateful  for  all  the  assistance  and  co-operation  I received 
during  1965,  both  from  employees  of  the  Health  Department  and  other  Council  members  and 
officials  in-  furthering  our  work  for  the  community,.
